Mfutirirt Mi Pliitin 



AN OPPORTUNE TIME FOR WORK. 



Dearth of labor is the ^'roat draw- 
btok of the south, felt in every coin- 
nanity, retarding everjlineof entcr- 
pnu aod depriving every property 
owner in lome meHure of the ju^t re- 
tnrna of hia thrift. It ia this fact 
that haa set on fool au inveatigttion 
into liulustrial conditiniM, nut of 
which wax evolved the iiuiiii)^r<ition j 
movement that haa gained aneh widi - 1 
■praad popularity. 

Thia dearth of couiuion labor not 
only cripples faetoriea in meeting 
their demands, planters in harvesting 
their crops and houaeholdera in keep- 
ing up their establishments, but it 
aetually interferea with the ilevelop- 
meat of the country to its full wealth 
producing capacity. Itia there that 
the eonditioB ia awtotu ssd there is 
DO hope in the outlook by tite natur- 
al gain in population. 

Thii ahortage of labor ia need with 
tellin); effect by conitnereial and in- { 
duatrial bodies in other parta of the 
oonntry to the serious detriment of 
the j>ri(i;re-'s ni ilu' entire :'()iith, 
and UH It ia well known tliat there im 
no aiirpluB of labor in any portion of 
the aoath, it ia a matter of vital im- 
portance to the progreaa of Padaoah 
and other towns and localities in 
Jackaon a I'urchaae, that we make 
every effoH to oHkotM thtao condi- 
tions. 

Th^ farmers of .Jaukiiun'H Purchase 
have beea blessed with bounteous 
crops, and throughout this seotion 
the cry t;oes up for help. Men and 
women unuacd tu Much labor, have 
been compelled to aHMiat in the Held 
and in the harveal to proteet the im- 
aenae oropa and lavo them from 
loaa. 

The factories in Padueah in some 
instances have found it difficult to 
aeeure sufficient ia or to operate 
their plants to the full capacity. 
Kapeoially is this true where a lt.rge 
amoant of female labor ia used. Hap- 
pily, there ia no shorUge in Padu- 
eah in skilled labor, aa all the linea 
that employ expert labor aodmoob an - 
icB are well supplied. 



In the homes of Faduoah people, in 

the hotels and restaurant.^, it is ul- 
mu«t impoasible to get reliable help. 
That this oondition affeets the pro- 
gress (if tlir eity, \vi' li.ive nnlv t.. re- 
fer to the fact that revei>tly the I'adu- 
cah Commereial elnb lost a splendid 
opportunity to locate a laruc liranrh 
factory of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
company, owing to the fact that the 
representatives of thia company fear- 
ed they could not secure -utficiont 
help in Padueah and surrounding 
territory to operate their great plant. 
They would have employed from 800 
to 1,2UU handa. 

Under the eireamatanees, we can 
well understand why the oitiiena of 
I'aducah are enthniiastie over thia 
plan of the Commercial olub to bring 
a large number of desiable immigrants 
from abroad to settle on our vacant 
land, to supply labor for our fields, 
to KII vacant positiona in our factor- 
ies, and to «ujiply servents in the 
humeii of the people. It i.s a move- 
ment of vital importance to the citi- 
zens of Jackson's I'urehasi', to the 
farmers of McCrackeo county, and to 
the busineas men of Padueah, and it 
ia highly gfatifyin^ to >ee the uieat 
interest is being shown by our local 
people in this work of the ('ommereial 
ulub. We are not alone in this move- 
ment. Other I'itics throughout the 
south are organizing. 

It ia not the purpose of the C')m- 
mereial elvba in Jaekaon'a Purchase 

to promote a nioveiufut that will ef- 
fect skilled labor ii? any meaanre, ex- 
cept benefieiary by ereating more de- 
mand for house and eiin>trurtioii 
work. That it will greatly benefit 
the farmers throughout Jackson's 
Ptuohaae, by the location of a large 
number of immignwla of the right 
sort on suitable farma as truck farm- 
ers, must be self-evident to every 
thinking person, The>e thrifty, in- 
telliueut iuiujigranta from abroad 
farming on land now unproductive, 
will add to the material wealth and 

firoaperity of every property owner 
n aouthwoatern Kentucky. 

Thia movement should appeal not 
only to the citizens of Padueah, but 
to every laud owyur in .McCracken 
e^anty. The indications are that 
thia moTtnent will meet with large 
aueoeaa. Tbedeaign of the Padueah 
Commercial club is to make it a 
thoroughly popular movement, em- 
bracing every interest in Jackson's 
Purchaao, and taking in Cairo and 
Metropolis, which also would Le bene- 
llttod by tbo piaa of work mapped 
ont. 

The conventioi to be held on Octo- 
ber 4 and b, should be attended by 



every business man and property 

owner ill I'.iducah. The attcn<laiio<' 
from other .sections of the I'urchasi' 
promises to be large, and as a result 
of thia oonvention, ten thousand p<^>- 
pie, having property interests in 
Jackson's Purchase, ought to enroll 
themselves as members of the immi- 
gration bureau of the Padueah Com- 
mercial club. 
The Commercial clubs, mayors and 

leadinj.' citizen- of Kuttawa. Marion, 
Murray, lientou, Maytield, ilickmuo, 
Milbura and Columbus, should join 

hands with the Padueah ComnierriHl 
club in this great effort. The Louis- 
ville Commereial cinb has been invit- 
ed and it is believed that it will -ciid 
a strong delegation to co-operate with 
the progressive people of soathwest- 
ern Kentucky in this immigration 
movement. 

It is the opportune time for strong, 
energetic work in the interest of iiu- 
migrstion, and the u]>-l<uildin:: of 
this end of the -tatc. The success 
of this movement is of vastly more 
importance to the busines- men of 
Jackson's Purchase than a few days, 
time in ordinary routine of business. 
Kvery iiidivi<lual is uriicd to consti- 
tute himself a delegate to the con- 
vention.— Paduiah Son.

Igneour Dike vein found to contain 
good ore ot lead and flour spar, near 
Levias, with one of the Igneour I>ik- 
er. There has been found lead and 
fluor spar, the surface rock founda- 
tion is very much like that in and 
around the "Old Jim Mines " The 
atrike waa made near a sink hole, be- 
ing only a few feet away and the 
chanceaare good for finding thia vein 
in sink holes like those at the old 
Jim aa the sink hole is now ill line 
for the vein and only a few feet from 
where the atrike of Itfad and flnor 
apar wm made. Mining men declare

I'l.iiii a >entitueutal point of view, 
thi- i- the i:reate%t ot all the sad 
features of the di-a-tor. The struc- 
ture- o| hrii-k .iiii"; iiiort.ir i 'ii-iilut- 
iug the citie- de.-tro\ed will be re- 
placed on a more splendid scale; even 
the death of the inhabitant- nill 
chiefly affect their friend- and rela- 
tives, who will Und consolation as 
the year- l'o by. Hut the eivilized 
world will tor all time deplore the 
fact that Robinson Crusoe's island 
has sunk into the sea from whence It 
came.

It was 
spar-elv -ettleil. eveii ;it the time of 
its destruction, and while the ^oil 
and climate were fertile, the Inhabi- 
tants made bin litt!.' ert.)rt to develop 
it. To all appearance it differed but 
little from what it was when the buc- 
caneer Scoehiiian. Alexander Selkirk, 
wa- put Tr there 2<lil years a^o. 
Selkirk lu'l 'lUarreled with the eap- 
tian of the pirate vessel on which he 
suili'd and ;it hi- own re')Ue-t was 
left alone on the island. Here he 
spent four years and four months, in 
the be.Miiiii- of eighteenth cenury. 
and here he underwent those experi- 
ences which furnished the basis of 
tiie ii>o-t universally popular story iu 
the Knglish language. He wa- res- 
cued in 1"0.> by Captain Woodes 
Rogeis. of the Increase prize-ship, 
and afii'rwards rose to be a lieuten- 
ant on H. M. i^. Weymouth, ou 
board of which he died in 1723. 

Four year- after Selkirk's rescue 
Captiau Rogers published his >*C'ru- 
isiug Voyage Round the World" and 
in the same year appeared Captain 
Cook's "Voyage to the South sea." 
From these two books Defod drew 
the materials which were woveu into 
the fadeleaa story of ' Kobiuauu Cru- 
soe."

Harod, the ruier of Galliloe vaa at Jerusalea and be would aend Him to 
Herod for trial. This plea-ed tiio Galilean ruler who wished to »ee Him 
perform some miracle. When Herod questioned Christ closely and He did 
not anawar, it was provoaing to the GaUlean ruler. Wherever they took 
Christ the dogged priests and scribes followed Him and maligned Ilinj with 
vehement accusiations. Herod had his soldiers to mock and array Him in 
a gorgeous robe as if mocking His pretentions to kingship, and sent Him 
back to Pilate. Harod and Pilate ha/1 been at enmity, but in this transac- 
tion they were rccnticiled. How often is it the case that bitter enemies will 
be reconciled and unite their eSort< a^'ainst an innocent person or a right- 
auat causa.

KniTOR Prks,; — Havint; beena^k- 
ed to do so, will try to give u brief 
description of this place and surround' 
ing country. 

Amarillo is a growing western 
town situated in Potter county, Tex. 
about .'!()0 miles north-west of Fort 
Worth and 50U miles south-east of 
Denver. 

It is the commercial metropolia of 
d' I he Texas Panhandle, with no 
other city of equal sise and importance 
within two hundred miles. 

The city has a population of about 
six thousand, and is supplied with 
all the modem eonveniences, such as 
water works, electric lights, local and 
long distanoa talaphona, lea plant, 
etc. 

Four of the leading railways inter- 
sect at this place: Tho FortW(irth 
Denver, ifanta Fe, Rock Island and 
tha Paoos Valley. Another road, 
the .\marilloand Southern, will soon 
be in operation. Amarillo has an 
altitude of 8640 feet atwre sea lerel, 
diving to it a climate similar to that 
of Colorado in summer time and un- 
e(|ualled by any other part of Texas. 

The nights are always cool and the 
days scarcely ever unpleasantly warm. 
No surface water is used but water is 
furnished in abundanea by deep wells. 
Tl^> air is bracing and healthful, 
with not a trace of malaria. 

Certain types of asthma are eured 
without medicine so they --ay. The 
winter's as a rule are not very cold, 
but are very subject to great extremes 
for a short time. The wind blows 
almost continuously but doesn't seem 
to penetrate very much in summer. 

Cane, whaat, oata, mila maiaa, kaf- 

tir corn are raised tr) some extent, 
but farming is in an experimental 
suga at praaant. Land awnara and 
agents are preparing a car for exhib- 
iting Panhandle products which is to 
make a tour through tha aaat this 
fall and winter, for tha purpose of

Paris— like .Athens 
of old, "ever seeking 
some new thing" — is 
agitating itself over a 
most extraordinary 
controversy in the 
newspaiiers.

turning the tables on science and charging it with asking the world 
to believe the "untliinkable." 

It began when an eminent man of science pubhshed an article 
stating that he rejected Christianity because many of its articles of 
faith were, in the light of modern science, "unthinkah'e." and citing 
as examjiles of doctrines of the Trinity, transubstantiatioii. 'he 
resurrection of the dead, etc. To this a famous writer rejilietl by 
asking: "Aye the most recent discoveries and theories of modern 
science ;my easier to un«lerstand or to believe than those of religion?" 
He called attention to tiie words of certain modern mathematicians 
as an example. < )ne of these writes gravelx on the properties of bod- 
ies having mori' than threi- dimensions, r'nclid, the founder of mod- 
ern mathematics, propounded as an a.viom that uutiiiiig can have 
more than three dimensions— length, breadth and thiekness. \ line 
has length, but neither breadth nor thickness: a plane snrfaci- has 
length and breadth, but no thickness; a solid has length, breadth 
breadth and thickness. But this modern man of science discuiises 
objects which may have length, bregd<h. thickness and soinc other 
diiiien-sions, or several other dimensions, for he asserts that it is as 
easy for it to have an infinite number as wnly four. .Another gnat 
mathematician is writing solemnly of infinite spaces inclosed in other 
infinite spaces; yet another treats of the possibility of drawing ..n 
infinite number of lines parallel to a .straight line through a given 
point, while still another jiroves bcanfifolly to his own sutir.faction 
that it is impossible to draw a line jiarallel to another line. 

"Modern science," in whose name certain men reject the doc- 
trines of Christianity as "unthinkable," has no hesitation in asking 
the world to lielieve such seeminglv •"nnthinkahle" jiropositions as 
tho.sc mentioned, to say nothing of the marvels of wireless tclegrHphy 
and radium, which, a few years ago, were equally "unthinkable." 

The controvi rs^ rai:es h.icl .111 1 forth, the men of science stand- 
ing bravely to their guns and the iiitii of faith laughing in their 
sleeves tt the contortions of their learned antagonists, while the gei»> 
eitl public is getting tome mental gyumMtica such as it 
jn genw atteni,

- These proposed rates range from one 
cent for a pack.ige weighing three ouiKes 
or under to live cents fpr one pound 
packagM^ with an increase of two cents 
per pound additkmal until a limit of 
eleven pounds is reached. Thus, an 
eleven pound package could be sent from 
• end of the country to the other at 
:> c'. t of twenty five cents to the ship- 
pi r, while the government would have 
'.<) '^pcnd approximately $175 to handle 
the business. Not satisfied with thi.-., the 
catalogue mail order houses want :i free 
insurance on each paekuKc "I> <o $'0, 
with exceedingly low r iti s foi re^istra- 
Uoii :md insurance for larxer amoiiiiU. 

At the present lime only the first-clas.< 
mail, consisting of letters and postal 
cards, is carried by the government at a 
profit. This class of mail matter, which 
ant'repntes less than 14 per cent of the 
fot.il mail toiinaKc handled annually, 
provides a revenue amounting to 80 per 
cent of the total receipt.* annually. 

The profits from first-class mail busi- 
ness are inf)re than olTht t by the losM s 
in the han(llill^; of mail of the otht r 
. 1,1-iSes, I'ndrr the ]ireseiit postal laws 
n iMs ni.iy l>e suit through themails 
MH.iily at nJiv time as fotirth-class 
iiiaiteV, the uniform rate being one cent 
an ounce or sixteen cent* a pound 
Reports of the Post Office Department 
show that at the present rates fourth- 
class matter just about pays its own 
way but these rates do not give the 
catalogue mail ord^lhouaea the unfair 
advantages theyeew. 

Representativea of the catalogue mail 
order houses, fal Brglng the establish- 
ment of a dowaiHc parcels po*tcit* the 
e.xaniple of Gwmaay. where ther* Is 
such a •y»tem, awl where the poMal 
department annually earn* a rarplM 
about equal to the present deficit In 
thi* country. Thev do not, however, 
point out the fact that the average haul 
of pared* in Germany i* forty miles, 
while Ae averue parcel haul in this 
country ii 44a mile*, or more than eleven 
times what It I* In Gennany. Neithri 
do they poiM out that in (lentiany the 
iL^tpulation is dense, running nearly 500 
16 the square mile, while in the United 
Sutes it is scattered, and averages lesi 
^l^n twenty-five to the square mile. The 
carrying charges here and the cost of 
distribution over wide areas would make 
the cost to the government far higher 
than in any European country 

Pohtmasler General Cortelyou, in his 
annual report for 190S, calls attention to 
the fiict that the department, should a 

; parcels post system be established, 
would get the bulk of the money-losing 
long hauls, while the more profitable 
short hauls undoubtedly would go to the 
eK{)ress companies, which, operating un- 
^cr the zone system, would make de- 
weries between nearby points at rates 
far under the unifonn rate charge of 
the government for all point*. Sudi a 
system, if established, would turn our 
mail trams into freight trains, anl make 
our aoull post officas freight depot*.
